lad it in their power to proonro aud to 
^reserve specimens. The auimal is well 
iuowu in Pauaiaa, Costa Rica, Nica- 
•agua, Eondnras and southern Mexico. 


Although tapirs are usnally found 


along small and well shaded rivers iu 
the hot lowlands, of the tropics, they 
ire frequently fonud oil forcstcovercd 
mountains as well. 
Dr. Frautzins in- 


forms us that iu Costa Eica Baird's 
tapir is found both in the lowlands aud 
oiTtho highest uionutaiii ranges:-. He 
says also"that "it is uiueh hunted, for 
Its tlesh is very delicate. .Tlio back- 
woodsuieii salt'it, or dry. it. in. the air, 
•;md thus provide themselves with laige 
storea.

"In tho matte;1 of the bell there ia in 


the United States navy a routine long es- 
tablished-by precedent. The bell, usu- 
ally a small affair, of rather high, light 
tone, haugs cither jcist forward or jnst 
abaft of tho foremast, on or under the 
forecastle. Tlio captain's orderly keeps 
tho time nnd reports to thoofficer of the 
deck tho hour in terms of bells. The offi- 
cer of the deck thcu bids tho messenger 
oi tho watch to strike the bell. 


"There is somewhat more formality 


nt eight bolls thau :it other time.', for 
then thq ho;ir is reported tothecaptain, 
and tho boll ia not slrnck until he has 
said, 'ilaka it so.' 


"Hero-is the routine at-8 o. ia.: The 


orderly eays to tho otBcer of tho deck, 
'Eight bells, sir.' Tho officer of theoleck:. 
replies, Report to tho. captain eight, 
hells and chronometers wound, sir.' The" 
orderly then goes to tho captain and 
says, 'Eight bells aud chronometers 
wound, sir.' The captain, if-Jie be so 
miutlcil, replies: 'Very well. Make it 
so.' The orderlyretmns to the officer of 
the clock aud nays, 'Make it so.' The 
officer cf the deck says to the messenger 
of tho-natch, 'Strike eight bells,' and 
if everybody has been prompt the mes- 
senger strikes eight -bells at exactly S 
a. ID. 


"Nobody knows -whether it-would be 


eight bells if the dignified captain should 
tako it into his licad to withhold his 
majestic 'Make it so,' for an American 
uavnl cnptaiu is PO powerful a person 
aboard ship and roniino has so powerful 
D hold on Iho navy that perhaps the 
cnptaiu, if so minded, might put the 
uanticnl day out of joint. 
'' When thipa are cruising in squadron, 


iho rntiro fleet, lying iu port, .waits 
the flagship's bells. On all the other 
ships the messenger stands by the bell, 
clapper in hand, uud as soon ns tho bell 
has sounded Iho bells throughout the 
fleet are sounded. Lying, as they are, 
qaite close together, the effect is interest- 
ing and agreeable. 


"Tho flagship also gives oat (he time 


to the other vessels every morning. 
Shortly before seven bells, at 7:30 
o'clock a. 1:1., n time signal is displayed 
by tho llngship. At exactly 7 :30 this 
signal drops, the-olocks on all tho ships 
are set,and seven bells isstrnek thi-ongh- 
ont the fleet. 


"The ship's bell serves not only to in- 


dicate tho hours, bat to signal a variety 
of other things. 
When the ship carries 


a chaplain, tho bell is tolled for service 
on Snudav morning. The bell, however, 
js not 1of:cd at 'funerals. With a nice 
SPUES of propriety the navy regulations 
provide for tho mere passing of the 
word, 'All hands bury tho clond.' In all 
matters pertaining to death ihe navy is 
distinguished for delicacy and a touch of 
old fasbiniied sentiment, to be expected 
cf men who, in theory at least, sro sup- 
posed to be risking thoir lives in tho 
service of others. 


"Tlio bell is also tho firo signal. When 


a fire is discovered aboard ship, the bell 
is rang rapidly, and tho ship's company 
responds with tho proper appliances for 
•patting cut tho fire. \Vheu u ship is in 
ucticu, however, tho bell is riot useil as 
n firo signal, lest the knowledge that 
there is a fire aboard ship throw the crew 
into panic and distract them from their 
business of fighting. A fire daring ac- 
tion is.reported to the captain, and he 
details officers .nnd men to tho duty of 
putting out tbe blaze. 


"Tho ship's bell is employed in all 


tho navies, except the Turkish, as a fog 
signal. When a ship lies at anchor in a 
fog tho bell is kept going with strokes 
in sets of three, separated by a short in- 
terval. The Turks, who have a distrust 
of bells, use drums for this purpose. 


"The provisions of the United States 


navy make it impossible that the various 
signals of tho bells shall bo confused 
0110'with another. . The "tolling for 
church, single strokes, separated by a 
single interval, cannot be mistaken for 
the rapid and irregular fire alarm, nor 
can either of these be confused with ihe 
triple fog signal. Tho half hour signals 
are different from either of these. They 
are sounded in pairs, with a short in- 
terval If au odd number is to bo sound- 
ed the single stroke comes last."—Bos- 
ton Globe.: \

Among 'the courses were 
soup, made. from, reedbirds, reodbirds 
stuffed with Bine Point oysters; reed- 
rirds placed: inside a. hollowed potato 
and roasted, reedbirds etuffed with herb 
filling 
and baked, reedbirds stewed 


with .fresh mushrooms, reedbirds split 
nnd broiled—au abominable practice, by. 
he way; reedbirds saute, and nseem- 


> pie, froui which, when the crust 


was lifted, two dozen reedbirds flew 
forth aud nronnd the room. 


Bnt, after nil, there is only one way 


to cook.and eat the succulent reoclies— 
saute! Select birds which have little 
lumps of - yellow fat on both sidea of 
the part last over the fence. Place them 
in a saucepan—or, better still, a chafiqg 
dish—with plenty of tho best butter, 
salt, black pepper, and a plentiful sprin- 
kling of paprika—tho sweet Hungarian 
pepper which nowadays can ho; found in 
any first, class grocery. They must not; 
bo split and'thoir beads must not bo re-^ 
moved. Cook them for, five- or six miri'- 
ntes, according to the' size of the .bird 
and tho heat of the fire, but do not al- 
low the yellow fat to become browned. 
Nothing could bo simpler, and yet few, 
very few, cooks can prepare the reedbird 
without destroying its toothsomeness. 


There is an art also in the eating of 


bia daintiness, but it can only, be ap- 
plied to birds of the character and .pro- 
pared ia the manner described above. 
Wring off the head and sink your teeth 
•into aud absorb the brains. Then hold 
tbe little darling aloft by the protrud- 
ing bones of both legs, and slipping him 
into a watering month crunch your way 
through his carcass until not a bit of him 
remains but the leg bones. Then cast 
your eyes above and- say grace. That's 
entiug reedbirds, that is.—Philadelphia 
Times.

Mine. Bonaparte learned with intense 


sorrow of tho determination taken-by 
her husband. In the main his measures 
•and his convictions had been kept a GO- 
orut, but she confided both to Mme. De 
Rcmusat, and the first consul himself 
had told them to Joseph. Ou the 20th 
the decree for the duke's imprisonment 
and trial was dictated by iho first consul 
from tho Tuileries, and in the early 
afternoon bo returned .to Malmaisou, 
where at 3 o'clock .Joseph found him 
Etrolling in the. park, conversing with 
Talleyrand, who limped aloug at his 
aide.
